All applicants and participants for Temporary Assistance (TA) benefits who are age eighteen (18) or older and 
are the head of houschold will complete a screening for illegal use of a controlled substance. Individuals 
required to complete the scrcening must cooperate with the screening in order to receive or contiue to receive 
‘Temporary Assistance (TA). The sereening determines if an individual applying for '’A benefits must be 
referred for a drug test, Participants who are age eighteen (18) or older and are the head of household and are 
receiving Temporary Assistance (TA) benefits are submitted quarterly (o a match with the Missouri State 
Highway Patrol (MSEIP). This match searches law enforcement records for participants that have an arrest or 
conviction for a misdemeanor or felony drug offense for the previous 12 months. If there is a match, the 
participant is referred for a drug test.

‘There is no impact due to this eligibility change as any individual that does not comply with the drug 
screening, drug testing, or tests positive may be disqualified from receiving Temporary Assistance for 
themselves for three years, however the children continue receiving Temporary Assistance benefits.

When an 
individual re-upplies for Temporary Assistance after the ease was closed due to a full-family sanction, the 
applicant must complete a work activity for a minimum average of thirty hours for at least one week before 
becoming cligible for Temporary Assistance.

Note: Duc to COVID-19 TA applicants that applied with a Full Family Sanction were referred to MWA. The 
MWA contractors implemented a process that would ensure these sanctioned applicant cases were not rejected 
due to not completing the neoded hours. The goal was to be able to continue to provide supportive services to 
those participants who could engage in wotk activities while ensuring those who were not able to actively 
engage encounter no negative effects. This was implemented from March 13, 2020 through July 31, 2020 and 
the mumber will reflect this temporary change.
